Butit is 
no use complaining merely, for 
with the knowledge that things 
are not as they should be there

an improvenment. And if any- 
thing that we might say or do 
can ashieve that, then we 
are prepared to léave. no 


stone unturned to do it. 


»|The contributor of our weekly 


musical notes has been pegging 
away at the suliject of a decent 
Band ‘for Hongkong for some 
time past, but no move has’ been 
made in that direction by those 
with whom the power of action 
lies. The need is so ybvion< and 
recessary that it needs no argu- 
ment to support it and it is 
really surprising that nothing has 
been done. One dag, perhaps. 
there will be some action taken, 
but it is up to the residents of 
Hongkong themseves to help stir 
mattersup. - 

Since “Enharmonic”: penned 
his notes last. week and. raised 
the subject of the Philharmonic 
Society together with that of a 
Male Voice Choir, enquiries have 
been “wiale which Have brought 
out one or two interesting facts 
together with some opinions that 
are well worthy of being wider 
known.

But this js not all, for 
there is a greater difficulty to be 
got over, which is, that the social 
life of Hongkong is so peculiar 
rHat it is one of the hardest jobs 
in the world to get anything going 
with any. show of interest, 
Publicly, there is practically no 
social life in the community what- 
ever, and, to use 2 popular 
phrase, it is: horses’ own 
work to get together 2 
body of people for @ voluntary 
effort when it means the sacri- 
fice of a little time from other 
pleasures. One looks around in 
vain for that spirit which . is 
manifest in such com nunities at 
Hom. In the summer here it is 
too hot to think of practice, and | 
as 4oon as the winter comes on 
there is a round of other pleasures 
which attract many who could, 
if they ‘ould, help to give 
musical works. Daneing, has 
taken a big grip here and this 
will not make things any easier 
for those trying to promote music. 

With regard to the suggestion 
we fave made fon a Male -Vaice 
Choir one very interested person 
bas prvin’s2d that in the event of 
anything being done’ he would 
willingly defray the cost of the 
fir-t notices and advertising. 
Wheth r anything could be. done 
this winter seems to'a he little 
joudtful. among those musical 
men with whom we have spoken, 
There is yery little male ‘voice 
music in the Colony and it 
would take some. time to get 
more out /from Home. Tn 
the library of: .the ..Phil-

A MYTH. 


On quite a number of occasions recently have we felt justified 
in’ referring to the dangerous path that the advanced sections 
of the world’s political, leaders have seen fit to take, for in some of 
their recent actions lies 4 danger to communal welfare the whole 
world over. We have seen that in England and im America 
otganised Labour has made an effort to get things done, not by 
constitutional methods, but by throwing the country into a state of 
paralysis, and the policy is one that, when keriously thought over, 
can only be condemned as being harmful to all.section® of the 
community, even to those who call spch general strikes, Some 
sections of Labour still pin their faith to the infallibility of o 
general strike, but this, in reality, is an old and dangerously 
deceptive superstition. The belief, in its general form, is to this 
effect :—Since it is obvious that all work is done by workers, and 
since the world cannot live without work, the power to withdraw 
work is the power.to withdraw life. “Since “all that a man hath he 
will give for his life,” the genera! strike wields the power of lifa 

' and death over society. Therefore Latour can have what if wishes 
by “folding its arms." Such a general strike:is tha favourite 
method by which a certain typ2 of Labour leader would bring in his 
new heaven and new earth. Just now the body of believers in this 
superstition seems to be growing. Ils falsity has been many times 
exposed, but experience hes shown that superstitions are hardy 
annuals, requiring long and repeated exposnre-to kill. “The French 
sociologist, Sorel, who. the phi of. Syadicalism,

But a moment's reflection shuws that a rea! general strike, 
involving every worker, would last until the first meal time.. The 
reply of the true believer to this fact is that only hired industrial 
workers are to strike, and only the idleowners are to starve. But 
experience with attempted general strikes shows that it is just the 
idle owners who have the largest. stores and are the last to suffer. 
The general strike dwindles still further in practice, when it is 
always proposed that only an organised minority of all labourers who 
are in certain great ‘key industries” are expected to strike. The 
most extensive strike really does not expect:to. stop anything more 

. than transportation, mining, building, communication by wire. and 
mail, manufacturing in the great factories and trading in the Jayger 
stores. Such a strike can cause great inconvenience and suffering. 
It is a powerful and a dangerous weapon: But it .does not 

_»"' paralyze” socisty nor. compal’ surrender. -Within .comparatively 
recent times such, strises have been attempted.in Sweden, Denmark, 
Belgium, France, Italy and some other nations on a national scale:

rapid expansion of the United 
States. Mercantile Marine fleet 
necessitates the employment of 
a large number of captains and 
officers. It is well recognised 
that ships can be builtfaster than 
men to efficiently man and officer 
them can be trained. It is there- 
fore only [natural that there 
should be a’ shortage of officers. 
Although the United States law 
requires U.S. citizens to command 
and officer their ships. a lodphole 
will’ always be found to evade the 
law rather than’valuable vessels 
should be tied up for the want of 
officers,and particularly when well 
qualified and tried men present 
themselves to fili the positions. 
OLDEST STEAMSHIP LINE. 
On September 26, 1839, a 
Royal Charter was granted by 
Queen Victoria in the third year 
of her reign to the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company, which 
had been formed for the purpose 
of providing a mail and pass enger 
service between “Great Britain, 
the west Indies, North and 
South Ameyica, and. such other 
foreign’ paris as the public may 
tequire.” The ships of the com- 
pany—for a long ‘time ‘past 
familiarly known as the R.M.S.P. 
—have kept up their connection 
with the West Indies ever since, 
in addition-to serving Peninsular, 
South American, Moroccan and 
Eastern ports. IJtis remarkable 
how times have changed sincé 
the formation of the “company. 
Its first vessels were paddle boats 


“| of about 1,800 tons, with a speed 


of about 8 knots. and in those 
days the Satisfactory victualling 
of passerigers must have been a 
great difficulty, sespecially in 
tropics, as refrigerating 
machinery’ was ,unknown, and 
live sheep and fowls had to be 
carried to ensure: a supply of 
fresh meat, whilst dim oil lamps 
were a poor substitute for the 
modern electric lights. |The 
journery from the Metropolis to 
Southampton for embarkation 
had also at that time to be made 
by road, as the frst railway com- 
munication was not established 
until the following year—1840— 
when the London terminus was 
at Nine Elms. Waterloo Station 
was not opened until 1848, and 
‘Southampton Docks’ were non- 
existent.
